I beg  to  present  to  you  rny  SIICTH  iUIlTUiiL  iiiiPOa-ffl  sliev'ing  a summary 
of  the  work  of  my  Department  for  the  year  ending  DDCDMBDii.GIst . 1918. 

During  this, the  last  year  of  the  Groat  War, the  shortage  of 
skillud  workmen  He  also  raaterials  necrossary  for  the  carrying  out  of 
Building  U Sanitary  Work, become  more  acute  than  had  been  ez^periencod 
in  previous  years.  Una  voidable  arrears  of  Housing;  Repairs  cc  Building 
operations  have  now  to  be  overtaken  at  an  enormously  advanced  cost. 
hOUoING. 

As  your  Housing  Inspector  I must  again  remind  you  of, what  you 
already  know, the  groat  shortage  of  Houses  in  the  District .Many  small 
Houses  are  occupied  by  two  or  more  families  under  conditions  which 
must  be  detrimental  to  the  healrHi  of  the  occupants. Only  one  new 
House  was  certified  for  habitation  during  the  year

At  the*  request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  Ivlanagers  Of  the 
various  Theatres  undertook  to  ventilate  £c  spray  their  premises 
during  the  interval  bot¥fean  Jflntortalnmonto  lie  from  observations  made, 
it  is  believed  that  the  undertaking  was  generally  i'ulfilled 

The  continued  call  for  men  by  the  Military  Authorities  coupled 
with  the  shortage  of  Horses  Sc  Railway  Wagons  rendered  the 
maintenance  of  Scavenging  in  any  degree  of  efficiency, a matter  of 
extreme  difficulty .There  was  throughout  the  year  a fairly  constant 
demand  for  Nightsoil  by  Farmers  for  use  as  a fertiliser. 

Labour  scarcity  Sc  sicknoss  accounted  for  much  tine  being  lost 
by  the  workmen  with  consequent  scavenging  arrears. During  the  year 
there  were  440  shifts  lost  (not  including  holidays)  equal  to  8.46 
shifts  per  we ok. The  arrears  of  Night  Scavenging  have  now  I am 
happy  to  say  been  entirely  overtaken. .

Very  conaiderablo  attention  was  paid  to  this  important  side  of 
the  work  during  the  year. This  was  rendered  all  the  more  necessary  by 
tlie  laot  that  large  quaint ities  of*  Iraported  Meat  were  sent  into  the 
Town  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  some  of  wliich  had  undergone  serious 
deterioration  from  long  or  improper  storage  6c  required  careful 
examination.In  respect  of  Tuberculous  Meat  the  Ministry  of  Pood  has, 
by  inauguuating  a Scheme  of  Compensation, rendered  a Public  Service 


which  deserves  to  be  more  widely  known. As  an  additional  safeguard  to 

the  Public  Health, it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Scheme  will  be  placed 

upon  a permanent  basis  6:  so  remove  the  incentive  to  unscrupulous 

butchers  to  conceal  Diseased  Meat. There  were  38  Certificates  of 

unfitness  U surrender  issued. A total  weight  of  3. Tons  lOl.Cwts.  of 

Meat  was  found  to  be  UNFIT  POa  iiUIvbilT  POOD, all  (except  88  libs,  of 

Mutton;  consisting  of  Iraported  or  English  Beef. Of  that  total  58.Cwts 

( including  six  entire  carcasesj  were  found  to  be  Unfit  owing  to  the 

presence  of  Tubercular  Disease. The  remaining  I2'a-.Cwts  vi;hicii  consisted 

01  Imported  (Frozen)  Meat, wore  unfit  on  grounds  of  putrefaction  or 

emaciation.  ...  borne  S^.Owts,  of  Ham  ik  Bacon  were  also  found  to  be  unfit 

for  Pood  on  grounds  of  putrefaction  in  varying  stages.

Of  Butter,  76  libs,  were  found  to  be  unsaleable  & passed  for  cooking 
purposes  only..., The  greetter  portion  of  the  above  condemned  Foodstuffs 
were  converted  & utilized  for  the  production  of  Tallow ,iuiiraal  Peeding- 
stuffs  6c  Fertilizers  6:c. 


In  one  case  of  Diseased  Meat  found  deposited  in  a place  for  the 
pur])Ose  of  sale. Legal  Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  Occupier 
of  the  Premises  6c  the  Owner  of  the  Meat  resulting  in  both  in.ing 
convicted  6:  fined  £20  6c  £40  respectively . In  another  case  wiiere  a Milch 
Cow  was  found  to  have  hoan  suffering  from  generalized  Tuberculosis,  a 
sample  of  Milk  was  drawn  from  the  udder  after  s:l aught er  6c  with  the 


concurrence  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healtli, submitted  to  the  Public 
Heal  oil  Laboratory, County  Hall  ,V/akofiel(iI  for  bacteriological  examination. 
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The  examination  shewed  the  presence  of  pus  cells, but  no  tubvjrcle 
bacilli  were  found, A guinea  pig  was  inoculated  with  the  deposit 
obtained  after  centrifuging  the  specimen  of  Milk  U on  being  killed 
some  24  days  after  inoculation, the  guinea  pig  was  found  to  be  tuber- 
-culous.Tiie  result  of  the  experiment  is  not  ivithout  significance.  , 
SLAuaiirkxdioubx!3i3 .

caused  by  the  discharge  from  Chemical  V/orks  of  noxious  gases  into 

the  atmosphere . Pour  samples  of  air-washings  v^ere  taken  at  various 

times'. & extending  over  periods  of  several  hours. On*  analysis ,Bulphur 

Dioxide  was  found  to  have  been  present  in  the  air, but  the  results 

V7ere,  not  considered  to  be  such  as  would  justify  further  proceedings.

In  response  to  tiiv)  National  Appeal  for  Salvage  of  waste  products 
forming  raw  material  for  Munitions  & Industrial  purposes, the  collection 
of  Waste  Paper  was  commenced  in  April .

I have  the  honour  of  placing  before  you  my  PIPTii  ^UTNU-^Uj  liiCi^ORT 
on  the  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  ending  December, 3lBt, 1919 . 

Now  that  the  Great  War  is  apparently  over  you  will  naturally 
look  back  to  the  condition  of  your  Town  in  1914,  v/hich  although  not 
perfect, was  shewing  by  alterations  Sc  work  going  on, that  your  Council 
were  quite  alive, at  that  date  to  many  Nuisances  which  required 
romedying..After  these  4-^  years  of  turmoil  Sc  absolute  inability  to 
help  yourselves  i’rom  allovjing  the  condition  of  the  Town  to  degenerate 
you  are  now  faced  with  an  overwhelming  amount  of  UiiGLlff  necessary 
Sanitary  Work  which  I would  place  under  the  following  heads 

1.  Privy  Conversions, 

2,  House  Shortage. 

3. Streets. 

4. Open  Spaces. 

The  Pri-'/y  Conversions  I am  putting  first  as  these  conveniences  have 
been  a veritable  bug-bear  to  us  Sc  will  remain  so  until  every  one  is 
converted  under  the  Water  Carriage  System. The  emptying  of  these 
places  at  times  gets  beyond  the  power  of  the  workers  Sc  so  lends  to 
an  abominable  state  of  the  ashpits.  Sc  places  the  occupants  of  those 
houses  where  the  ashpits  are  too  close  to  the  house  doors, in  a very 
unhealthy  position  owing  to  (I)  The  bad  smells, (2) .The  blowing  about 
of  the  contents .( 3 j .The  continuous  passage  of  Plies  to  Sc  from  the 
place  of  their  development  carrying  about  filth  witn  them  cc  so  being 
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a means  of  spreading  Diseaseic  (4). At  times  the  want  of  better 
cleaning  up  after  the  emptyings. 
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HOUSa  SHO^TAG^. 

This  is  also  a real  danger  has  now  got  very  acute  & is  I am  well 
aware  .taking  up  a lot  of  time  6c  consideration  of  your  Council. 

The  few  houses  you  will  be  able  to  put  up  within  the  Castleford 
area  will  only  go  a verj;  short  way  indedd  towards  relieving  the  present 
congestion, & unless  you  are  going  to  build  upon  Land  outside  your 
Authority,!  see  nothing  but  that  the  surrounding  Collieries, or  Local 
Authorities , should  be  left  to  put  up  Houses  for  their  own  Workers  or 
your  area  should  be  so  enlarged, that  your  responsibility  should 
include  the  finding  of  Houses  £cg  for  those  employed  at  the  various 
surrounding  Works. This  latter  I feel  is  the  only  proper  & satisfactory 
way  for  your  Council  to  proceed,!  consider  you  should  at  once  apply  to 

the  proper  Authority  for  another  Enquiry, so  as  to  be  able  to  incorporate 

• < 

the  Districts  immediately  surrounding  Castleford. 

STJ^BTS. 

!t  is  little  or  no  use  in  this  Report  my  specifying  particular 
Streets , which  in  winter, resemble  a marsh, nor  is  it  any  good  specifying, 
particular  Streets  of  Privies  for  Conversions  as  the  work 
under  both  these  headings  should  be  attacked  generally  from  one  end 
of  your  District  to  the  other, of  course  had  your  Council  in  the  past 
insisted  upon  Streets  being  properly  completed  when  the  houses  were 
built, your  Town  would  liave  been  in  a very  different  condition  to-day, 
thereforo  in  the  future  ! trust  your  Council  will  have  the  Streets 
made  perfect  bei'o.ro  allowing  the  Houses  to  become  occupied. . . 

These  should  be  the  very  lungs  of  your  Tox«n  & will  be  a very  real 
help  in  building  up  the  future  gonerationsv ! do  not  wish  these  spaces  to 
be  kept  to  look  pretty  but  ! want  to  see  them  covered  with  Children 
playing  in  whatever  way  they  like  best , provided  they  do  not  become  a dd/ 
danger  to  one  another, (Sc  then,<Sc  then  alone  shall  I consider  your 
Council  have  done  a Christian  duty  for  those  youngsters  who  live  under 
such  crowded  conditions,!  again  urge  you  to  buy, at  wHatever  cost, some 
of  the  few  Plots  of  Land  in  your  midst  that  are  still  left  unbuilt

Unfortunateljf  for  our  corafori;,we  had  to  remove  our  Towii  Oentre 
back  to  Sagar  Street, where  pairb  of  the  Old  Council  Buildings  were 
allotted  for  our  use .These  now  have  become  far  too  small  for  our 
requirements  & we  should  have  tiie  whole  of  the  Ground  Floor  to 
oarrj?  on  with  any  degree  of  quietude  & order. This  would  allow  one 
good  I^ioom  for  your  Health  Visitor  Sc  a Play  Room  for  the  young 
Children. When  we  consider  that  for  nearly  ten  weeks  the  Centre 
was  closed  owing  to  the  Influenza  Epidemic,!  am  bound  to  wonder 
how  Nurse  Robertsonj^iS  able  to  give  .satisfactory  attendance  to 
such  nunbers  as  have  passed  through  her  hands  Sc  it  can  only  have 
been  rendered  possible  by  the  very  able  Sc  willing  help  of  a 

Committee  of  Mothers  which  has  been  entirely  organined  by  your 

/ 

Health  Visitor  whose  energy  Sc  keenness  in  her  work  is  beyond  praise. 
I would  like  to  remind  the  Council  that  in  the  death  of  Bister

The  "Death  Rate  Population"  excludes  all  non-civilian  Males  whether 
serving  at  home  or  abroad. This  the  Registrar  General  considers  necess- 
-ary  for  the  purpose  of  Local  Death-Rates  because  it  has  proved 
impossible  to  transfer  the  Deaths  of  non-civilians  to  their  areas 
of  residence  or  to  deal  in  any  other  satisfactory  manner  with  the 
Local  Mortality  of  this  element  in  the  population. For  estiimting 
the  Death  Rate  the  population  is  taken  at  22954. The  Birth  itate  (ic 
Marriage  Rate;  Population  on  the  other  hand  is  intended  to  include 
all  the  elements  of  the  Population  contributing  .to  the  Birth  tc 
Marriage  Itotes.It  consists  therefore  of  the  Death  xiiite  of  Civilian 
Population  plus  all  non-civilians  enlisted  from  this  Country  whether 
serving  at  home  or  abroad.

-buted  over  all  the  Districts  dm  the  Country  in  proportion  to  their 
estimated  civilian  population  & has  been  estimated  for  us  at  25719.

3y  June. 28th.  the  xjpideiaic  of  Influenza  became  so  severe  in  Castle- 
-ford  (Sc  the  surroundings  Districts  that  I asked  the  Education  Authority 
as  a precautionary  raeasure  to  exclude  from  lechool  all  Children 
residing  in  a house  \vhei*e  there  was  a case  of  this  Disease,  this  vms 
carried  out, but  by  July. 5th.  the  Disease  was  so  prevalent  that  it  was 
necessary  to  advise  the  closure  of  the  following  Schools  (all  Depart- 
-ments)  for  one  week  viz:-  (I)  Pontefract  jtoad, ( 2)  .vvheldon  koad, 
(3).fenple  Ctreet , ( 4} .V/elbeck  Ctreet,  (5). Church  Bt re et, Council  schools 
& on  July. 9th. St .Joseph* E Dlenentary  School  also  until  July.XSth. 

On  July. 13th.  a further  closure  of  all  the  above  was  necessary  for  a 
further  period  of  two  weeks. iifter  this  time  the  Disease  had  so  abated 
that  it  was  considered  safe  to  again  open  the  Bchools.Up  to  this  date 
we  had  only  had  three  Deaths  reported  viz:-  one  in  January, one  in  Day 
(Sc  one  in  July. During  the  tine  of  closure  the  Schools  were  all  cleaned 
& Disinfected  under  the  supervision  of  our  Banitary  Inspector, 

On  the  3rd.  of  October  another  outbreaJ^  of  Influenza  had  come 
suddenly  upon  us  Sc  was  spreading  rapidly  so  that  all  the  Bchools  v-'ere 
again  closed  until  October . I9th.  then  there  being  no  improvement  a 
further  closure  was  ordered  until  November  2nd.  Sc  then  extended 
until  November.  I6th. . .On  November  2nd.  the  Castleford  Becondarj/ 

School  was  closed  at  my  suggestion  for  tv.?o  weeks. Again  during  the 
closure  all  Schools  were  disinfected  &c  cleaned  under  the  supervision

The  attention  of  the  General  Public  is  called  to  the  i'ollovjing  simple 
precautions , the  observance  of  which  will  tend  to  limit  the  spread  of 
infection.  GENEiw\L  LidABURNB . 

OVDACiiOWDING, whether  in  dwellings  or  in  ill-ventilated  places  of 
public  entertainment  or  assembly , should  bo  avoided. 

Ventilation  of  all  living  rooms, sleeping  rooms, cc  work  rooms  is  of  the 
utmost  importance. This  implies  the  need  for  sufficient  warm  clothing 
(Sc  especially  for  children  Sc  old  people. 

Dirtiness , whether  of  the  person  or  of  dwellings  or  workrooms  cu;  also  '* 
dusty  conditiond  favour  infection. V/et  cleansing  is  important. 

Spitting  in  Public  Places, tramcars  &:c,is  always  dangerous.lt  is 
especially  dangerous  during  the  prevalence  of  Influenza. 
jCLcoholism  favours  infection  Sc  complication  by  Pneuiaonia  is  especially 
fatal  amongst  those  v;h  drink  to  excess. 

Gargling  the  throat  with  an  antiseptic  solution  night  6;’ morning  is 
to  be  recormaended.

Any  pers-on  sufferin,^  l^ron  u fovorir^h  condition  should  not  heslt«.-.to 
to  stay  at  home  for  a fuv;  days  <&:  .jo  to  bed.  It  in  advisable  to 
obtain  I.'edical  treati.'.ent . 

A handkerchief  should  always  be  used  in  sneezin.;  or  cou.diin,;:  so  as 
to  avoid  sccitterin.-^  infectio^n. Boil  the  hunderkerchief , 

Bxpoctoration  should  be  received  into  a suitable  receptacle  and 
disinfected  d-  thrown  into  the  Drains  or  burnt. 

Influenza  is  very  liable  to  relapse  cc  Dneu’.onia  i.iay  occur. 

The  patient  should  remain  in  bed  till  all  Fever  has  :jone'  cc  durin'j; 
convalescence  avoid  chill  or  overexc-rtion. 

Good  nur-sin;:  is  most  ii.portant  aid  to  recovery.

bedding  clothina  should  be  thorou;:hly  clou^nsed. Disinfectant  may 

be  obtained  on  application  to  the  banitary  Inspector  at  the  Town  h;..ll, 

DViktiY  xhklbOl'I  bUFFDjillTG  F;-iO...

& sprayed  during  the  intervals  of  30  Minutes  between  each  perforraanoe 
The  precautions  were  taken  before  the  Governriont  Order  was  issued 
to  us.
